In face of a yearly deficit of over $2000 and the prospect of these 
additional and unavoidable ex-penses it was absolutely imperative thet 
the Society should make substantial retrenchments, There was only one 
department in which this could be done ~ and even so ##### only under 
certain conditiens. The Governors were able to secure the promises of 
our Treasurer and our President to devote the larger part of their time 
exclusively to the Society, to remove their collections and their persons 
#iAHHR «6to the Society's building - thus enabling the Society, by secur. 
ing their free services, to economise in one department with a saving of- 
aout $2000 annually. This step was teken with graft regret by the 
Governors as it meant ## the loss to the Society of Mr.Belden's services, 
Mr.Belden had loyally and continually served the Society for many years 
with great devotion and interest, It was therefore only after lengthy 
“deliberations, lasting meny months, that the Governors reluctantly | 
brought themselves to take this drastic step. A letter explaining th 
situation and asking for his resignation to take effect May lst., was then 
sent to Mr/Belden. The fixing of the Secretary's ret-irement for May 
lst. gave thé reorganized staff the opportunity of taking up their duties 
with mére deliberation curing the inactive period of the Summer nonths - 
than if they had been plunged into their work in the very midst of the 
busy season, Your Governors , in consideration of Mr.Belden's long and 
faithful services to our Society, and the shortness of the notice sent to 
him, agreed to extend to nim fron the Society's funds his full salary for 
the remainder of our fiscal year, and, in addition, the Governors voted 


him an honorarium (subscribed by ywr,Huntingtom) equal to half ef his 


salary for five years. Mr,Belden, on receipt of the above letter, ten- 


dered his resignation , which was accepted. 


After this step was taken, events moved rapidly. Before Mr,Reilly and 


myself could take up our abode here, numerous changes in the building, 


together with 2 much needed rehoyation of the interior, were advisable, 
For the accomplishment of these Mr. Huntington again generously subscribad 

the full Scent aoe Reports of the advancement to Mr.Belden of his

Company, with proxy. The following is quoted from the letter of the president of the company, which 
is now in the hands of the stockholders. 


"The basis of values in nearly every branch of industrial activity has been radically 
affected by general conditions in the last three years.

In the exercise of 
its judgment the management feels that it will be in the company's interest to use conservative 
estimates, and the values which it sets up will be on the basis of the continuance of present 
day conditions. 


"This readjustment will serve to make more certain the maintenance of reasonable asset 
values, the continuance of preferred dividends, and expedite the resumption of dividends on the 
common stock. I very strongly urge that in their own interests, as well as those of the company, 
the stockholders send in promptly proxies authorizing this adjustment." 


The stockholders will understand, of course, that these changes will not affect, in any 
way, the actual values of their securities nor the equities between the different classes of 
securities. 


Upon its approval by the stockholders the management will be in the best possible 
position to bring about both the enhancement of the principal of their investments and the income 
therefrom. It will be particularly appreciated if the stockholder will return the signed proxy as 
quickly as convenient. I recommend this course without reservation.

There is no use to mince words about the financial situation of The Covington Trust Associa- 


tion. Frankly, it is in a bad way. At the present moment we owe $7,105.86 in four pressing current 
obligations alone:

All of these items are over-due. To meet them we have $93.96 in the bank. There is the story in 
a nut-shell, and it doesn’t take any fine writing on my part to make it evident that we are in an 
extremely dangerous situation. 


Jack Ryan is one of the best Treasurers an organization of this sort ever had. He has been 
indefatigable in his efforts to keep us out of debt and it must be heart-breaking to him to see the 
results. 


On October 1, 1932, Brother Ryan sent out bills to collect pledges to the amount of $34,039.29. 
It should be borne in mind that all of this money was due or past due. It had been pledged by mem- 
bers of the Yale Chapter and it was on the understanding that these pledges would be paid that we 
went ahead and built the Chapter House. Since sending out these bills on October 1, 1932, Brother 
Ryan has collected a total of $1,211.50, or about 314% of the amount due. The worst offenders among 
those who pledged are the most recent classes to graduate. The seven classes from 1926 to 1931, 
inclusive, owed on their pledges on October 1, 1932, somewhat over $18,700.00. Since October 1, 1932, 
they have paid in $518.50. 


Just what the trouble is, I don’t know. Naturally the present depression has reduced incomes 
and made it harder to meet contractural obligations, but I am certain that in many cases persons who 
made pledges are taking advantage of the present financial situation to avoid payment of them. 
It may be that the members of the Association are not satisfied with the way in which the directors 
have handled its affairs. I am certain that the directors would be willing in a body to resign at the 
next annual meeting of the Association and allow successors to be chosen to their places. I feel it 
would be a serious mistake to allow Jack Ryan to leave the Board. If, however, a new deal is needed 
to get us out of this present situation, then by all means let us have a new deal. 


About four months ago when I saw that we were drifting on to the rocks, I appointed a com- 
mittee of three to see if they could not borrow $7,500.00 in cash from members of the Association to 
save us from shipwreck. I know this committee has worked hard because I have been in touch with 


them. They have succeeded in raising only $2,500.00.
